“WHE fudden Death of the Duke of Brunfwick 
. Wolfembuttle, of which the King .had the 
News by.an Exprefs, has. caufed a general Confterna- 
tion in.the Dominions of that Prince; who, being pof- 
fefled of all the Qualities that could make a People 
happy, was thefefore’ univerfally beloved. He was 
the 3d Duke Regent that. has died within thefe five 
Years pait.. The Eldeft of the Family died in March 
1731, and was fucceeded by Lewis Rodolph his Brother, 
who was Father of the. prefent Empre{s of, Germany. 
This Lewis died the 1 of March this Year, and left 
his Dominions to Ferdinand Albert, Duke of .Bevern, 
his Coufin German. The Prince who is juft dead, 
was 55 Years, 3 Months, and fome Days old, being 
born the 1gth of May 1680. He married Antonietta . 
Amelia, Daughter of Lewis Rodo!ph his Predeeeffor, 
and has, left feveral Princes and Princefles, amongtt. 
others the Hereditary Prince Charles, who fucceeds 
him in the Regency, is married to the Princefs Philip- 
pina Charlotte, third Daughter to the King of Pruffia, 
and is now in the Army on the Rhine, 

Hamburgh, Sept. 6. Several Ships are arrived here 
from Greenland, without meeting with any Danith 
Ship; fo that the Report that two of thofe Veflels were 
taken is groundiefs. : 

Copenhagen, Sept. 6. The Minifters of thofe foreign 
Powers who make Intereit in favour of the. City of 
Hamburgh, are in a fair way of fucceeding. . Mean 
time the Sale of the Effects found on board the Ham- 
burgh Ships that were brought into this Port, is again 
put off, and the Deputies of Hamburg, who, we are 
affured, had Orders to return Home, have received 
frefh Initructions, and are to ftay fome time longer in 
this Capitol.

de Coloredo made them this Anfwer, ‘ That it did not 
*.appearté him that the City of Franckfort had done 
¢ what was incumbent on it in the Emperor's Service 5 
that therefore they ought not to expect fo ealy a Com- 
plianee with what they defired ; that if the Regency 
would neverthelefs give the Emperor a new Proof of 
their Zeal, by ting him 300,000 Florins, there 
would then be Hopes of obtaining what they defired ; 
and that, in fuch cafe, he himfelf would take fo much 
Pains for them, that he flattered himfelf he fhould 
be alsle to procure for the City of Franckfort the Re- 
florution of its Trade with France, before the Expi- 
ration of this Year.” It is this Anfwer that deter- 
mined the Regency and the trading Companies to have 
Recoutle to Prince Eugene. 

There are People here who have laid confiderable 
Wagers, that neither of the Armies upon the Rhine 
will g@ ‘upon any Enterprize this Year, and they pre- 
send to demonttrate it from Reafons of State, which are 
convie@ted with the prefent Negociations. On the 
contrary, others are as poflitive that next Year Affairs 
will take a very different Turn, if the War does not 
become General. Meantime Prince Eugene is making 
the neceflxry Difpofitions that the Imperial Army may 
be in & Condition to aét even in the midft of Winter. 
The Ruffians, who are ufed to marching and fighting 
in all Seafons, are prepared for fuch Employment, an 
have received Remittances from Petersburg, to the 
amount of 80,000 Florins, of which the greateft Part 
3s for the Pay of the Volunteers. ‘The Marfhal de 
Coigny has caufed fuch fevere Di(cipline to be obferved 
in the French Army, as has put fome Stop to the De- 
fertion.
